2. if sz hed given the landlord notice when we informed him 25X1A 
of his movement orders he could have easily satisfied the terns of his 

lease. I know of no stipulation which requires that the leave be taken 

at any point other than where the individual is residing at the time 

movement orders are issued. Henca, if went on leave 5 Novembex2OX1A 
he could have setisfied his leave requirement as well os the terms of 

lease without financial hardship. The fact that decided to 25X1A 
take leave when and where he Wedd should be of no fineneial concern to 
us any more than the anount of money he spent during such leave. 


3. I agree that it is time to face this problem and to establish 
a policy and procedure for handling such cases, However, the phrase that 
we move individuals to present "no monetary loss" is too broad in scope 
and extremely difficult to specifically administer. 
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
